Tin- ia one of tb« cardinal principals of the 
American party- Ik there any thing objectionable 

in the sentiment? Do foreigners come to this 
country in the hope or expectation of ruling it? 
If they do, they have more presumption than 
"ood sense, and deserve to be rebuked Do the 
Democracy desire that they should rule ' Far 
from it They are willing to u.se foreigners to 
place themselves in power: but, in their Domina- 
tions for important and lucrative offices, they 
usually take care to select none but natives. For- 
eigners are the instruments to help native Dem 
ocrats to power — aud are seldom or never trusted 
excepting in a subordinate capacity, notwith- 
standing the pretended equality upon which they 
appear to place naturalized eitireus generally. It 
is true, here and there a foreigner gets an insig 
nificant office under Democratic rulers of the 
General or State Governments — but when ap 
pointments are to be made to lucrative offices, 
natives are generally selected. 

Foreigners are employed by the Democracy to 
do the fighting at elections, and the dirty work of 
the party They get the broken heads and bloody 
noses, whilst their employers coolly keep aloof 
from danger, and encourage them to risk life it 
self for the party. They are taught to believe, 
on their arrival in this country, that there is no 
aristocracy in the Democratic ranks — that the 
opponents of Democracy represent the lords and 
aristocrat* of the old world, and the Democrats 
the down trodden people; but this is only for ef 
feci. The most obtruse loreigners cannot have 
i observe the line of distinction which is 
etween the Irishman or German, and the 
i of Democracy. They come here with the 
most extravagant ideas of the liberty and equal i- 
tv which prevail — and, before they have the op- 
portunity to become acquainted with the real state 
of thiugs, they are enlisted under the Democratic 
standard, with the erroneous idea that they are 
thereby opposing those who are aspiring to be- 
come the lords of the laud. 

But why should foreigners be so .mxiou- to par- 
ticipate in the political disputes of the country ? 
What real interest have they in the decision of 
the question, who shall be President of the United 
States 1 Do they suppose, that, by assisting a 
Democrat into power they better their own con- 
dition" If they do. they are mistaken. They 
still remain in the same subordinate capacity. 
They may take a pride in overturning the native 
voice of the country; but it leaves them precisely 
where they were. They uever can rule the coun- 
try whilst the natives preserve a single atom of 
American feeling or principle. "Americans must 
rule America," aud they will, in despite of all 
opjtosit on — aud it is right Men who seek this 
country as an asylum from the oppressions of the 
old world, should be content with receiving the 
protection of our laws, and with having the fruits 
of their labor secured to them, without seeking to 
become rulers of the land. 

They should remain with us a sufficient time to 
become familiarized to the institutions of the 
country, and to be imericauixed before aspiring 
u> be dictators — but their impatience to mingle 
in the political strife will brook no delay; and 
they scarcely land upon our shores, before they 
plunge into party contentions, and become the 
most boisterous of pot house politicians They 
even seek to strike from our national constitu- 
tion, the most sacred of its features, and to sub 
stitute vice, immorality and irreligion in their 
stead Our Presidents must be displaced as 
their whims raav dictate— our Sabbaths be abol 
ished— aud atheism the dominant faith nf the 



Suppose that American citizens in foreign coun- 
tries were to combine to overthrow the prevailing 
system of Government there, and to introduce the 
grossest licentiousness — what would be the result? 
Why, they would speedily find themselves incar 
cerated within the four walls of a prison (or the 
outrage and be subjected, perhaps, to capital pun 
ishment for their crime But, even the convicts 
of Europe tbiuk themselves entitled to instruct 
us Yankees in matter* of Government, morals 
and religion and hence they unite themselves to 
the Democracy of the country to carry out their 
viewi The American people have seen aud felt 
the injustice which they have suffered from this 
impertinent interference of foreigners, and resolv- 
ed that it shall no longer be tolerated. 

Thev will rule their own county in the manner 
which may seem to be best to themselves— and 
they will place such restrictions upon future emi- 
grants, as shall deprive them of the power of be 
coming electors before they know anything of the 
principles upon which our Government should be 
administered Were the present American party 
to be dissolved, another would arise to carry out 
the great principle, that "Americans must rule 
America" — for the soi;» and grandsons of Revo- 
lutionary parents will never consent that their 
country shall be handed over to the guidance of 
the refuse population of Europe.

Associated with the bombardment of Fort 
MoHenry — which we noticed on the anniversary 
of the retreat of the British from their failure on 
Baltimore — is an episode which canuot fail to re 
! ceive lustre from, and give lustre to, the incidents 
! of the brilliaut defense of that point. 
I Young Koruer— he of the Lyre aud Sword— 
i wrote many an aspiring couplet on the battle- 
field. Campbell's "Hohonlindcu" received iu 
| great force from the actual observations of the 
poet, who from a distance beheld the battle. — 
Francis S. Kev— the author of the noble nation- 
al song, "The Star Spangled Banner," received 
his inspiration under the most deeply exciting 
circumstances. A friend of Key being a prisoner 
in the hands of the British, he sought Admiral 
Cochrane, to effect an exchange, and was retain 
ed during the bombardment of Fort McHenry. 
Placed on board a small vessel close to the Ad 
miral's frigate, he beheld with almost overpower 
ing emotion the cannonading of the 13th of Sep- 
tember. He beheld the power of the British 
guns, and saw the efforts of his countrymen to 
reach the enemy useless The American guns 
fell far short of reaching the British; the British 
hurled their shells over the fort. How his heart 
must have throbbed as the English drew nearer 
to the fort! 

What eager suspense must have devoured these 
moments, until — lo! Armistead's batteries open- 
ed, and with their well directed tires poured 
shame, terror, and death into the British squad 
ron, and drove it back, beyond the reach of the 
American guns.' How the heart of the patriotic 
Baltimorean must have leaped iu exultation as 
the British receded, and the echoes of the three 
cheers from the fort burst upon his ear! All day 
his eyes watched that low fortification; night 
came, and still the flag of his countrv was flying 
defiantly. Throughout the night the sleepless 
watcher strained his eyes to see, by the light of 
exploding shells it his flag was still there Fit- 
ful gleams occasionally struck their rays against 
the rival stars aud stripes; and thus, as it were, 
the enemy, by illumining the flag, gave cheer and 
inspiration to one whose words will for centuriei 
make every American a watcher of Fort Me Hen 
ry. As the night deepened and the intermissions 
of preparation for a grand attack in the morn inn 
lengthened, an intense, calm passion kept his 
eyes still in the direction of the fort, praying for 
the first gleam of dawn. 

Morn came. If his delighted eyes could not have 
seen the immortal flag, the resonant belching of 
bombshells aud roaring of cannon would have 
proclaimed to his senses that it still waved its 
bounteous folds. The pent up thanksgivings of 
his soul, suffused with the emotions, prayers, 
hopes, and longings of such a night, burst forth 
into that picturesque, proud, aud defiant ode, 
which has become forever associated with the ban- 
ner, whose fate on this occasion inspired it. The 
song uever should be printed without the history of 
its inspiration; nor is that page of history com- 
plete without the song:

Washiggtu.n, Sept. 21. 
The Latest News from Washington. — It has 
been decided to remove Wm. F. Phillips, the 
Auditor of the Treasurv for the Post Office De 
partment, otherwise called the Sixth AuditDr, and 
Hugh J. Anderson, the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms. Dr. Tate, of Virginia, is to take the place of 
the former, on the 1st of October next, aud Gov- 
ernor Ingham, of Connecticut, the place of the 
latter, sometime during the approaching Decem- 
ber The salary attached to each of these offices 
is $3,000 per annum. I have no doubt that 
the removal of the chiefs of the bureau will 
lead to the removal of some of the subordi- 

Thereare a great many applicants in Washing- 
ton to represent the United States abroad at for- 
eign courts. In this matter, I am assured, that 
I will be no removals and appointments until 
the meeting of Congress, unless in cases 
necessity demands the filling of a vacancy. 
The number of aspirants for diplomatic honors is 
one hundred and sixty-seven, and it represents al- 
most every State of the Union — New York be- 
ing foremost in its patriotism to do the country's 

There is one thing of the utmost importance to 
those who seek these places, and I may as well 
state it. It has been generally the case hereto- 
fore to send to foreign countries, men from the 
United States without regard to their lingual at 
tainments. This practice is now to be dispensed 
with, and for the better good of our interests, and 
to ensure a competent capacity in making per- 
fectly intelligible to other powers the desires and 
demands of our Government, sufficient evidence 
must be given to the President and his Cabinet 
that the applicant will, if appointed, be able at 
once to commence with the current duties of his 
legation. 

Mr. Dallas* will be continued at the Court of 
St. James longer than his fellows at the other 
great courts of Europe, but this must be ascribed 
to iu real cause. Our relations with that court 
are to day no further advanced toward a com 
plete settlement of "all pending difficulties," 
than they were at the inauguration of the Dallas- 
Clarendon treaty. 
This revolt still continues and grow each day 
dangerous. Even now it 'threatens the 
calamitous results to English supremacy in 
the East— and it is charitable to say, that it is this 
which prevents early action on the questions in dis

A Dceust Dead — "Kentucky paper* aunounce 
the death of Harrod Holeman, for many years the 
publisher of a newspaper in Frank fort, and public 
printer of die State, and connected with the most 
stirring political events of the State in former 
days He once fought a bloody and fatal duel, 
and was himself a cripple for life from it."— Bos 
ton Post. 

The duel referred to in the extract copied will 
probably be recollected by many of the gentle 
men of the press who remember day? long gone 
by It was one of the most savage and brutal 
affairs that transpired thirty and five years ago. — 
It grew out of a militia training Holeman, who 
was the commander of a mititia company, was 
followed, whilst on duty, by a favorite dog. A sub 
ordinate officer, who was offended by the dog's 
antics, drew his sword, smote him, and cut the 
innocent and unintentionally offendine dog in 
twain. 

Holeman, in witnes«in- the assassination of the 
poor dog, remarked that whoever would perpe 
trate an act of the kind was a coward and a 
scoundrel. A challenge to mortal combat was 
the consequence It was accepted, and the par- 
ties met m ar the State House, at Frankfort, Ken 
tucky, ana fought desperately, two hours and up 
wards; and during the fight, the antagonist of 
Holeman was killed— the latter escaping with des 
perate wounds 

Among those who witnessed the duel were 
Hem \ ("lav. John J. Crittenden, and Jesse Bled 
soe — the latter, then, one of the most brilliant and 
distinguished orators of Ken tuck v. Holeman was 
arraigned, charged with the crime of wiltul 
murder^and. after a long and exciting trial, was 
acquitted. Mr. C!av and John J Crittenden es 
[toused the cause of Holeman — /V«r York Mer 



Th- above paragraph is evidently intended to 
cast a reflection upon the State of the publiD 
morals in Kentucky, and does jjross iujustice to 
Mr. Holeman. one of the parties iu the unfortu- 
nate affair alluded to; and in mere justice U> the 
i|.-i-e:t«ed »h deem it our duty to correct it The 
origin of the affair was nearly as stated, except 
that u;km) Holemtn'- antagonist's learning that 
Holeman had denounced ihe act as one of great 
cruelty, words ensued, blows were passed on the 
• spot, and then a challenge to Holemau was the 
result. Thev did not fight, as stated, "near the 
State House, at Frankfort;" the duel occured at a 
n-; am-.- of four or five miles from this City, and 
was witnessed only by the seconds, surgeons, and 
one or two friends of the parties The statement 
that they -fought desperately, two hours, and up 
wards"— leaving the reader to suppose that it was 
i -.in i go butchery, with knives, occurring in the 
town, an I witnessed by the citizens of the place 
—is an abominable falsehood. The duel was, in 
all respect an ordinary one. The combatants 
fought, a- we understand, with pistols, at ten 
paces— i he usual distance — and both fell at the 
Mf| first fire, and it was at first supposed that 
Holeman would also die. There was nothing 
"savage and brutal" about the affair. But it wat> 
a settlement of a personal difficulty between two 
young men. not differing in any respect from the 
duels which were, at that day, of frequent occur- 
rence, and in which some of the best and greatest 
men of the country were involved. 

It is unjust to speak of the deceased as a "duel- 
ist •• The unfortunate affair of which we have 
spoken was the first and only duel in which he 
was ever engaged, and his disposition was the 
wry reverse of that of a professional duelist. 
When a young man In- fought most gallantly at 
the battle of the Thames, where the flower of old 
Kentni kv. Hiivaln attested full well their cour- 
age and patriotism, and it was only in defense of 
Ins country that be ever evinced anything like 
• desperation." All who knew Harrod Holeman 
knew him to be a kind hearted, 
ble, peaceable and gallant 
with a few frailties, but many virtues. 

It is also untrue that Hon. John J. Crittteuden 
was a witness to the duel. Mr. Crittenden was 
not living in Frankfort at the time the duel was 
fought, lt-19, and never saw the gentleman who was 
slain in the combat; nor did he ever see Mr. Hole 
man until some time after the occurrence. He 
was in no way mixed up with the affair, and 
knew nothing of it except from mmniiii report. 
N 01 did either Mr. Clay or Bledsoe know any 
thing about the affair, until it was over, neither 
Clay. Bledsoe nor Crittenden defended Holeman, 
John Rowan, Sr., was his lawyer, and Mr. Allen 
was the

Important Pension Decision.— The Secretary 
of the Interior recently submitted to the Attorney 
General the question whether the practice here 
tofore prevailing in the Peusion Office, of allow 
mg children of Revolutionary soldiers to receive 
the pensions which their deceased parents might 
have received, was according to law. The "At- 
torney General to-day rendered his opinion, de- 
claring that the practice has no legal foundation, 
and that neither children nor grandchildren have 
any such right under the acts of Congress. The 
consequence of this will be to reverse a practice 
of the Pension Office which has continued for 
twenty-five years. The Attorney General gives 
the law, but declines to say whether the law should 
abolish the practice or the practice defeat the law, 
leaviug that as an administration question to the 
Secretary himself

Foreign Items. 

The sixth annual conference of the Mormons was 
held in London on Sunday, the 6th inst The at- 
tendance throughout the day averaged about v. 
thousand persons 

A dispatch from Belfast announces that re 
ligious riots broke out in that city again on Sun- 
day evening, the 6th inst. Street preaching 
was resumed iu spite of the recommendation of 
the authorities, aud disturbances ensued. Several 
persons were wourAied aud one was killed. The 
riot act was read, and the mob was fired upon by 
the constabulary. Great excitement prevailed, 
but at last accouti's all wa» quiet. 

Bell's Life in London, remarking upou the 
American horse Lecompte running for the War- 
wick Cup, says: "Lecompte has never run since 
his race with Arrow at New Orleans, owing to bis 
having then injured one of his joints, which has 
interfered with his doing much work during the 
twelve months he has been in England, aud to 
day presented such a very enlarged appearance 
that it was almost even betting about his break- 
ing down. This result might have happened if it 
had been a strong run race, or if the rain had not 
come to alter the state of the ground, and under 
the circumstances Lecompte performed much bet 
ter than even his owner calculated upon. The 
horse pulled up very lame, but did not break dowu, 
and we believe it is Mr. Ten Broeck's intention 
to send him back to America." 

Mrs. Catharine Siuclair has made a success- 
ful debut at the Haymarket Theatre, Loudon.

Peace Between Mexico and the Holy See. — 
The latest intelligence from Rome is highly fa 
vorable to the arrangement of the pending difficul 
ty tween Mexico and the Holy See. Iu respect 
both of Spain and Mexico the Papal Government 
has shown a wise and prudent spirit of concilia 
tion, which, it appears likely, will also be extend 
ed to Piedmont. Although nothing has as yet 
been finally concluded, Senor Montes the Mexi- 
can Plenipotentiary at Rome, has obtaiued the 
assurance that the sales of church property aud 
suppression of convents already effected should 
be recognized. The conditions on which the 
Holy See makes these concessions are not such as 
seem likely to impede the conclusion of the con- 
cordat Rome demands that churchmen should 
be electors and elligible, and should be allowed 
to acquire aud hold property hereafter. 

Great Bank Excitement in Philadelphia! 
\ ■MpOMtah nlieipmed! 

Philadelphia, Sep '25. 
The Bank of Pennsylvania suspended this 
morning. The suspension is complete, and the 
president says it was caused by the action of other 
banks against it aud losses ironi recent failures 
of dry goods men. He says the suspension will 
be only temporary, and that the capital is un 
touched. The Girard Bank is giving specie for 
its notes, but checks will not be honored till one 
o'clock. 

There is a heavy run on the city banks, aud all 
the counters of the banks are besieged with de 
positers and note holders. There is much alarm 
and almost suspension of business. The Girard 
still refuses payment for checks and notes above 
ten dollars. The Commercial aud several other 
batiks have taken the same course, and the pres 
ent heavy run will probably cause all the banks 
to suspend specie payments. The Pennsylvania 
bank lias charge of the State funds, aud the Gi- 
rard those of the city.

THIS is an iogeuius machiue, for which lettera pat 
ent were grunted to Mr. Hozea Wiliaro iu May 
lust. It was exhibited during ibe last reaaci. at several 
Stale Fairs, always commanding uuiversal admiration. 
Large quantities are now being manufactured lor use 
during the coming spring, and it isbelieved that a ma- 
chine that accomplishes so great a saving sf labor, must 
at once come into general use. It is especially adapted 
tor Ibe South, and our enterprising planters will dud it 
worthy of their allentiou. The machiue is of about the 
•ixe of en ordinary cart. The follow ing description is 
from a late number of the United States JownoU: 

"To the agriculturist ibis is, undoubtedly the most 
valuable patent that has beeu Issued for many years. It 
is intended for sowing broadcast, coveriug and harrow- 
iug al the same time, for sowing in drills ant also for 
plauung iu bills, aud will accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be doue by hand. Tht grain Is 
placed in cylinders, which are made to revolve with the 
tuolionof the w be. Is of the cart. As the holders rotate 
the grain passes out through the screens to the ground. 
The seed are evenly distributed aud the machine may 
be regulated to sow any given amount lo the acre with 
porfeclaccuracj . The grain is cov ered by the Kvolviug 
barrow, which receiv sits motion from the car. wheels. 
This harrow revolves with great rapidity iu Ibeopposile 
direction Irom its forward uioliou, thus harrowing 
up tne ground iusteud of matting it down, and 
tearing to piec--s any stubble, sods uud tnatuic, aud 
leaviug them behiud instead of draw iug lliem together 
in bunches as with the commou barrow. Ibe holders 
can easily be taken off, aud the revolviug barrow used 
for mellow ing and preparing the ground, which can be 
accomph»ued w ith it much more rapidiy ant etlicientl) 
lhau with a harrow constructed on any other plan.

A coverer lor cacti furrow is attached just Lehiud, con- 
structed so as lo hoe the light dirt on lo the lurrow,aud 
compressing ilupou the seeds. 

k *l be arrangement is the sdme for planting in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as lo drop the 
seeds iulo hills, llcan be regulated lo drjp an) uuiii 
her of grains in each bill, to make the hills auy distauce 
apart, aud lo cover to auy depth Ibal mav be required. 
I he attach uient for plauliug and coveriug is very simple, 
and so ingeniously arranged as to prevent the lumps 
and stones from being thrown upon the graiu, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better lhau 
could be doue with either boe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about this machine is 
an attachment for preparing cotlou seed, consisting ol 
au extra cylinder in which the seed it placed, made to 
revolve by the motion of the wheels iu the same maii- 
lier as the other.
